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INTRODUCTION 


This  booklet  was  published  with  one  goal  in  mind:  to  inspire 
members  of  the  Massachusetts  courts  and  legal  and  advocacy 
groups  to  adopt  programs  to  offer  pro  bono  advocacy  to  victims 
of  domestic  violence.  Examples  of  some  of  the  various  types  of 
programs  currently  providing  victims  of  domestic  violence  with 
legal  and/or  advocacy  assistance  are  cited  as  models.  Each 
entry  provides  Information  including:  program  origins  and  time 
frame  involved;  funding;  description  of  participants,  commitment 
required  of  them,  and  training  and  support  available  for  them; 
and  client  eligibility  guidelines. 

The  information  in  this  brochure  has  been  compiled  by  the 
Committee  for  Gender  Equality's  Task  Force  on  C.209A  Cases. 
The  Gender  Bias  Study,  released  in  1989,  recommended  that  the 
availability  of  legal  representation  to  victims  of  domestic  violence 
in  Massachusetts  be  increased.  While  recognizing  that  proceed- 
ings under  M.G.L.  Chapter  209A,  the  abuse  prevention  statute, 
are  intended  to  be  pro  se.  the  Gender  Bias  Study  found  that,  in 
many  situations,  the  absence  of  legal  representation  or  assis- 
tance from  a  trained  advocate  prevents  the  victim  from  taking 
full  advantage  of  the  opportunities  available  under  the  statute. 
Knowledge  of  legal  rights  and  experienced  representation  can 
make  a  difference  in  whether  the  plaintiff  seeks  and  receives  the 
appropriate  relief. 

The  projects  described  in  this  booklet  are  only  examples  of  the 
range  of  programs  currently  providing  victims  with  legal  and/or 
advocacy  assistance.  This  material  is  by  no  means  exhaustive,  as 
numerous  other,  very  effective  programs  and  services  also  offer 
this  much-needed  assistance.  For  a  complete  listing  of  these 
programs  and  services,  a  comprehensive  Statewide  Pro  Bono 
Directory  is  available  from  the  Massachusetts  Bar  Association. 
This  directory  lists  pro  bono  programs  by  case  type  and  region 
and  includes  information  on  local  and  national  pro  bono  re- 
source centers.

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COURT  MODELS 


Quincy  District  Court  Project 

In  1987,  the  National  Council  of  Juvenile  and  Family  Court 
Judges  and  the  Bureau  of  Justice  Assistance,  Office  of  Justice 
Programs,  Department  of  Justice  began  a  comprehensive  evalua- 
tion of  the  Quincy  District  Court's  handling  of  domestic  violence 
cases.  The  typical  procedures  followed  by  domestic  violence 
victims  at  Quincy  District  Court  were  examined  to  identify  those 
areas  where  intervention  could  augment  the  services  provided  to 
victims.  The  existing  assistance  provided  to  victims  by  personnel 
in  the  Clerk  s  office  was  found  to  be  sensitive  and  efficient,  yet  all 
involved  agreed  that  it  could  be  improved.  At  the  suggestion  of 
First  Justice  Albert  L.  Kramer,  a  separate  Advocacy  and  Protec- 
tive Order  Office  was  created,  which  provides  a  less  busy,  more 
intimate  and  solicitous  setting  for  victims  to  file  c.  209A-related, 
drug  or  alcohol,  and  warrant  of  apprehension  petitions. 

Federal  funding  was  obtained  for  training  of  judges,  court 
personnel,  and  police  officers  to  assist  them  in  dealing  with 
domestic  violence  victims  and  in  making  information  about 
criminal  charges  more  readily  available  to  victims.  In  a  com- 
bined effort,  the  Project  and  the  Norfolk  County  District 
Attorney's  Office  authored  and  produced  an  informational 
pamphlet  entitled  "Help  and  Protection  for  Families  Experiencing 
Violence  in  the  Home."  The  pamphlet  simply  and  clearly  de- 
scribes the  procedure  for  obtaining  a  restraining  order,  outlines 
the  different  types  of  restraining  orders,  lists  referral  services, 
and  addresses  the  need  for  safety  planning.  In  addition,  the 
Family  Services  Unit  of  the  District  Attorney's  Office  and  the 
Project  work  together  to  offer  a  dally  pre  hearing  briefing  session 
for  restraining  order  petitioners.  This  session,  run  by  a  Family 
Services  Unit  social  worker,  is  intended  to  clarify  questions 
petitioners  may  have  about  the  restraining  order  process  and  to 
educate  the  victims  about  the  procedure  for  filing  criminal 
charges  and  the  consequences  of  so  doing.

COURT  MODELS 


Suffolk  County  Probate  and  Family  Court  M  Lawyer  of  the 
Day"  Program 

In  June  1990,  Suffolk  County  Probate  and  Family  Court 
launched  its  "Lawyer  of  the  Day"  program.  The  "Lawyer  of  the 
Day"  is  available  to  assist  pro  se  litigants  in  preparing  the 
necessary  pleadings  relating  to  abuse  prevention,  guardianship, 
paternity,  and  change  of  name  proceedings.  This  program  was 
created  primarily  through  the  exhaustive  efforts  of  then -First 
Assistant  Register  (now  the  Honorable)  Nancy  Gould,  and  is 
sponsored  by  the  Boston  Bar  Association  ("BBA")  Family  Law 
Section.  Judge  Gould  noticed  the  need  for  a  program  to  provide 
assistance  to  pro  se  litigants;  due  to  heavy  workloads,  court 
personnel  do  not  have  the  time  to  assist  them  effectively.  The 
"Lawyer  of  the  Day"  can  guide  the  pro  se  litigant  through  the 
sometimes  daunting  or  tedious  process  of  filling  out  forms. 

In  late  May  1990,  Judge  Gould  organized  a  workshop  for  over 
220  volunteer  attorneys,  which  provided  orientation  on  abuse 
prevention,  guardianship  of  minors,  paternity,  contempt  of  court, 
change  of  name,  and  modifications.  Judge  Gould  personally 
recruited  many  veteran  attorneys,  while  others  learned  of  the 
program  by  word  of  mouth  or  through  a  Massachusetts  Lawyers 
Weekly  notice. 

Other  courts  which  have  instituted  "Lawyer  of  the  Day" 
programs  for  indigent  clients,  iniUated  by  their  respective 
Registers  of  Probate,  include  the  Probate  and  Family  Courts  in 
Essex  County  and  Middlesex  County.

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LEGAL  MODELS:  BAR  ASSOCIATION  PROGRAMS 
Barnstable  County  Bar  Association  Supplemental  Lawyer 
Referral  Program  ("SLRP") 

In  1987,  SLRP  began  in  Barnstable  County  Probate  and 
Family  Court.  This  program  was  conceived  by  Alan  Green,  Chair 
of  the  Bar  Association  s  Family  Law  Committee,  and  Frederic 
Claussen,  Barnstable  County  Register  of  Probate,  with  the  full 
support  of  First  Justice  Shirley  R.  Lewis.  A  large  number  of 
walk-ins  seek  help  and  legal  advice  from  court  employees,  who 
are  unable  to  provide  the  proper  assistance  due  to  workload  and 
time  constraints.  Approximately  35-40  SLRP  lawyers  handle 
cases  involving  such  issues  as  child  abuse,  c.  209A  petitions, 
and  kidnapping.  A  part-time  administrator,  paid  by  the  Bar 
Association,  screens  applicants  and  schedules  SLRP  attorneys. 

All  persons  bringing  emergency  matters  before  the  court, 
regardless  of  income,  may  use  the  "Lawyer  of  the  Day"  services. 
To  qualify  for  ongoing  services,  litigants  with  longer-term  needs 
must  have  incomes  too  high  for  Legal  Services  help,  but  must 
earn  less  than  1 50%  of  the  federal  poverty  level  income.  SLRP 
attorneys  agree  to  serve  as  "Lawyer  of  the  Day"  about  one  day 
per  month,  and  take  ongoing  cases  on  a  rotating  basis.  They 
provide  emergency  assistance  and  represent  qualified  program 
litigants  from  10:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.  If  an  attorney  agrees  to 
provide  ongoing  representation  to  a  client,  the  attorney  and 
client  work  out  an  acceptable  arrangement, without  a  retainer 
fee.  Regular  seminars  are  conducted  to  review  SLRP  guidelines 
with  new  SLRP  attorneys.

Volunteer  attorneys  from  the  Women,  Justice,  and  Society 
Committee  of  the  Young  Lawyers  Section  of  the  BBA 
c.  209A  Referral  Panel  represent  victims  of  domestic  violence 
on  a  pro  bono  basis.

LEGAL  MODELS:  LAW  FIRM  PROGRAMS 

Foley,  Hoag  and  Eliot's  Abuse  Prevention  Project 

Since  1989,  the  project  has  successfully  assisted  over  100 
victims  of  domestic  violence  in  obtaining  appropriate  relief. 
Referrals  come  from  Greater  Boston  Legal  Services  ("GBLS"). 
Appropriate  cases  are  referred  to  the  Project  Coordinator  at 
Foley,  Hoag  and  Eliot,  who  finds  an  attorney  within  the  Arm  to 
handle  the  case.  Attorneys  involved  in  the  Project  fulfill  both  an 
educational  and  an  advocacy  role.  While  they  deal  primarily 
with  obtaining  c.  209A  orders,  they  also  provide  advice  to  abuse 
victims  about  the  availability  of  social  services  and  follow-up 
services  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  and  extension  of 
c.  209A  orders. 

At  the  Project's  inception,  Joan  Zorza  and  Sarah  Buel 
provided  training  to  the  participating  attorneys.  New  attorneys 
attend  the  Mintz,  Levin  training  workshop.  As  new  attorneys  join 
the  Project,  they  handle  cases  in  conjunction  with  experienced 
participants  who  serve  as  supervisors.  Project  attorneys  meet 
regularly  to  hear  guest  speakers  and  share  experiences.  A  library 
of  relevant  literature  and  training  materials  has  been  compiled 
and  is  continually  updated,  as  is  a  training  manual  prepared  for 
new  participants.  The  Abuse  Prevention  Project  also  offers  a 
presentation  to  doctors  and  other  hospital  personnel  on  the 
identification  of  abuse  and  on  ways  in  which  the  medical  com- 
munity can  work  with  programs  such  as  this  one  to  provide 
improved  services  to  domestic  violence  victims.

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THE  ADVOCACY  MODEL 


The  South  Shore  Women's  Center  Court  Advocacy  Project 

The  South  Shore  Women's  Center  ("SSWC")  received  victim 
assistance  funds  to  develop  and  expand  its  court  advocacy 
services  to  battered  women  for  the  1990  fiscal  year  under  the 
Federal  Victims  of  Crime  Act.  The  program  is  committed  to 
providing  daily,  on-site  advocacy  at  courthouses  in  Plymouth 
and  Hingham.  The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  enable  victims  of 
abuse  to  become  linked  to  a  variety  of  supportive  services  that 
empower  them  to  break  the  cycle  of  violence  in  which  these 
victims  and  their  children  find  themselves  caught.  The  Court 
Advocacy  program  is  comprised  of  trained  volunteers  who  assist 
women  seeking  c.  209A  petitions  and  filing  modifications, 
criminal  complaints,  affidavits,  or  other  court-related  remedies 
which  do  not  require  an  attorney. 

Each  Volunteer  Court  Advocate  must  commit  one  day  per 
week  at  one  of  the  Plymouth  courthouses  for  a  minimum  of  one 
year.  The  Advocate  is  available  to  receive  referrals  from  the 
Clerk's  Office  and  to  provide  services  for  victims  who  choose  to 
use  them.  Court  Advocates  receive  extensive  training  conducted 
by  the  SSWC  Court  Advocacy  Coordinator  and  paid  Court 
Advocate,  including  a  nine-session  Domestic  Violence  Training 
Program  and  then  a  five-session  Court  Advocacy  Training 
Program.  The  Court  Advocacy  Training  session  includes  discus- 
sions of  victim  profiles,  abuser  profiles,  rape,  child  and  elder 
abuse,  the  Abuse  Prevention  Act,  criminal  charges,  case  ex- 
amples, victim  compensation,  and  victim  services.  The  Court 
Advocacy  Project  also  assists  victims  by  providing  crisis  interven- 
tion counseling  for  c.  209A  petitioners  and  developing  follow-up 
plans  for  safety,  support,  and  information.

THE  ADVOCACY  MODEL 


Help  for  Abused  Women  and  Their  Children  ("HAWC")/ 
Neighborhood  Legal  Services  C'NLS")  Pro  Bono  Project 

Since  1979,  Help  for  Abused  Women  and  Their  Children  has 
been  providing  emergency  services,  educational  material  on 
c.  209A  cases,  and  emotional  comfort  and  support  to  battered 
women  and  their  children.  One-third  of  the  callers  to  its  hotline 
in  Salem  need  some  type  of  legal  assistance.  Lynn's  Neighbor- 
hood Legal  Services  has  been  delivering  civil  legal  services  to  low- 
income  people  since  1967,  but  lacks  resources  to  become 
involved  in  family  law  cases.  The  groups  share  a  concern  for  the 
urgent  need  for  legal  representation  of  indigent  battered  women. 
In  response,  these  two  non-profit  organizations  have  Joined 
forces  to  create  a  volunteer  panel  of  private  attorneys  who 
represent  battered  women  who  would  otherwise  not  be  able  to 
hire  attorneys.  Groups  which  help  fund  the  project  include  the 
Alice  P.  Chase  Trust,  the  Alfred  E.  Chase  Foundation,  the 
Massachusetts  Bar  Foundation,  and  the  Victim  and  Witness 
Assistance  Board. 


HAWC-NLS  screens  prospective  clients  to  determine  that  they 
reside  in  one  of  23  North  Shore  communities  covered  by  the 
program,  and  that  their  incomes  do  not  exceed  125%  of  federal 
poverty  guidelines.  Eligible  clients  are  referred  to  a  volunteer 
attorney,  who  then  decides  whether  to  take  the  case.  Attorneys 
agree  to  accept  one  to  three  cases  per  year,  and  they  submit 
regular  summaries  of  their  actions  on  behalf  of  these  clients. 
The  Project  provides  support  for  volunteer  attorneys  including 
training  programs,  access  to  specialized  poverty  law  materials, 
and  consultations  with  attorneys  experienced  in  various  aspects 
of  family  law  practice.

THE  ACADEMIC  MODEL 


Suffolk  Battered  Women's  Advocacy  Project 

The  Suffolk  Battered  Women's  Advocacy  Project  ("BWAP")  has 
evolved  from  an  independent  study  course  into  a  full  law  school 
clinical  program  over  the  past  five  years.  Fifteen  to  eighteen 
students  spend  two  hours  per  week  in  class  for  the  semester- 
long  (or  summer)  course.  Class  time  initially  focuses  on  the 
Abuse  Prevention  Act;  later,  criminal  remedies  are  examined,  as 
well  as  related  actions  such  as  divorce,  separation,  paternity, 
and  custody.  Guest  speakers  participate  in  discussions  regard- 
ing the  battered  women's  movement,  political  and  social  issues, 
shelter  work,  and  batterers'  counseling. 

Students  spend  approximately  four  hours  per  week  staffing  a 
crisis  line.  Students  are  responsible  for  each  case  that  comes 
into  the  Project  while  they  are  staffing  the  crisis  line.  Members 
of  the  clinic  inform  callers  of  their  legal  rights,  accompany  them 
to  court,  and,  in  some  instances,  represent  them  as  student 
counsel.  If  the  caller  chooses  to  go  to  court,  the  student  can 
either  represent  the  client  at  court  or  find  another  student  to  do 
so.  As  student  counsel,  BWAP  members  assist  victims  in  filing 
abuse  prevention  petitions  and  pressing  criminal  charges  against 
abusers.  The  student  advocate  must  follow  through  the  entire 
court  process.  In  these  ways,  students  acquire  advocacy  experi- 
ence and  skills,  while  providing  information  and  support  to  allow 
clients  to  make  an  informed  choice  about  legal  options.

Northeastern  University  Law  School  Domestic  Violence 
Clinic 

For  the  1990  and  1991  academic  years,  Northeastern  Univer- 
sity Law  School  ("NULS")  has,  in  cooperation  with  the  Jamaica 
Plain  Legal  Services  Center,  included  a  Domestic  Violence  Clinic 
in  its  course  offerings.  The  clinic  is  currently  operating  as  a  pilot 
project,  but  is  seeking  funding  for  permanent,  year-round 
operation  beginning  in  September  1991.  Professor  Claire  Dalton 
and  student  Molly  Chaudhuri  organized  the  clinic,  and  Professor 
Dalton  directs  the  project.  Day-to-day  operations,  including 
both  coursework  and  representation  of  battered  women  in  the 
courts,  is  supervised  by  Attorney  Lois  H.  Kanter,  working  closely 
with  the  Family  Law  Unit  of  the  Legal  Services  Center. 

The  six  to  eight  students  enrolled  in  the  clinic  each  quarter 
must  commit  an  average  of  four  hours  per  week  to  academic 
exploration  of  the  political,  social,  psychological,  and  legal 
dimensions  of  domestic  violence,  and  a  minimum  of  sixteen 
hours  per  week  interviewing,  counseling,  and  accompanying 
battered  women  to  court  in  c.  209A  cases.  Toward  the  end  of 
their  ten-week  participation  in  the  clinic,  each  student  takes  on 
more  complex  projects,  which  may  involve:  outreach  efforts  to 
improve  the  provision  of  services  to  battered  women  in  the 
community;  the  individual  representation  of  abused  women  in 
custody,  support,  or  Department  of  Social  Services  litigation 
related  to  their  c.  209A  cases;  appeals  of  lower  court  c.  209A 
orders;  research  projects;  or  the  like.  Through  this  clinic,  NULS 
and  the  Legal  Services  Center  hope  to  accomplish  the  goals  of 
increasing  direct  services  to  battered  women,  and  educating  a 
new  generation  of  legal  advocates  in  the  challenge  of  represent- 
ing victims  of  domestic  violence.

Harvard  Law  School  Battered  Women's  Advocacy 
Project 

The  Harvard  Law  School  Battered  Women's  Advocacy 
Project  f 'BWAP')  trains  law  students  and  other  community 
volunteers  to  advocate  effectively  for  battered  women  in  court 
and  to  give  referrals  for  shelters,  support  groups,  and  other 
community  resources.  The  focus  is  on  helping  battered  women 
to  obtain  c.  209A  restraining  orders  from  the  Somerville  and 
Cambridge  District  Courts  and  the  Middlesex  Probate  Court. 
Victims  of  domestic  violence,  or  workers  from  shelters  or  other 
agencies,  can  call  the  law  student  "hotline."  Volunteer  advocates 
either  sign  up  to  go  to  court  to  provide  advocacy  assistance  at 
appointed  times,  or  they  take  direct  referrals  from  the  hotline. 

The  program  educates  advocates  on  c.  209A  law,  the  dynam- 
ics of  family  violence,  and  the  effects  of  the  violence  and  threats 
on  battered  women  and  their  children.  Harvard  BWAP  services 
are  free  and  are  available  to  all  women  in  the  Greater  Boston 
area,  regardless  of  financial  need,  age,  race,  color,  creed,  na- 
tional origin,  sexual  orientation,  marital  or  parental  status,  or 
disability.   A  detailed  training  and  resource  manual  can  be 
obtained  for  $5.00.
